REPORT FROM THE COUNTRY 


Steed Family Happy 
As Dad-Sons Plan 


Proves Wise Farming 


By RALPH McGILL 


CARROLL COUNTY—An aching back caused Charles J. Steed 
to stand up in a cotton field one day and make a decision. It was 
to branch out a little. 


He did it. 


Today, you will find hanging on the wall in the pleasant living 
room of his home on the old Bowden and Lowell road a Master 
Farmer Plaque for 1947. He was chosen for that high honor because 
of diversification cf farming and of the family farm set-up. The 
citation reads: “Master Farmer Award—honoring distinguished 
farm families ... for notable accomplishments in farming, home 
making and citizenship.” 

Charles J. Steed took his two boys into partnership when the war 
was done. One of them, Charles, farmed with him during the war. 
The younger, Rex, was in the Air Force, assigned to B-29s. They 
go it on “thirds,” and everyone is happy to be farming. 

Machinery is/a powerful force today in keeping young men on 
the farms. Wis¢ fathers, such as Charles Steed, who see to it their 
sons have land and a share of independence, also are helping. 

Charles Steed was raised in the country. He married Miss Sara 
Frances Flemming, and her influence has been great and helpful. 
She has taught Sunday’ School and played the church piano (New 
Lebanon Baptist) since she was a young girl. Her husband is a 
deacon. She has been a leader in Home Demonstration work and’ 
her home and her dinner table show she can produce as well as 
teach how to keep house and serve wonderful meals. 

“Back when I married and started farming,” recalls the elder 
Steed, “cotton was our only crop. We threw the seed away. There 
were no cattle and no market for anything else but cotton. An 
aching back caused me to think more and more. I tried some 
7 el Then I got some cattle. After that things just de- 
veloped.” 


Developed Pretty Well 


They have developed pretty well. This farm, as others in this 
series, is an eloquent illustration of the change which has come to 
Georgia farming, especially in the last 15 years. 

There are 312 acres in the Steed farm, 184 of them in cultivation. 
Once it was all cotton. Today there are many producing, varied 
acres. Georgia is slowly becoming a wheat State. Not in the fash- 
ion of the great wheat States of the West, but enough to make every 
farm which wants to be, self-sufficient in flour, with some left 
over to sell. He has been growing wheat for 15 years. The three 
Steed families haven’t bought any flour in years. Not since 1900, 
to be exact. The wheat average is 20 bushels and oats a good 35. 


There are 55 acres in hybrid corn. The Steeds have done a fine 
job in seed production and have carried out their own cross-breed- 
ing in corn with good results. It brings them in an average of 40 
bushels an acre. That was the 1947 averag@for a drouth year. 
Farmers have been slow to change to the hybrid, which requires 
less work, but more fertilizer. But it is safe to say within 10 years, 
maybe less, there will be few farms which will not be planting 
exclusively in hybrid corn. 

There were six acres of barley on the Steed farm last year, and 
six again this year. They also produced certified barley seed, the 
first in the State, so farm officials think. 

They also have certified seed in oats, corn and cotton. 

Twenty-four acres go into wheat, 18 into oats, 14 in cotton and 
six in sorghum cane for silage. 


The cotton averages a good 500-pound bale per acre. Last year 
there was one patch of five acres which made eight bales. 


The farm feeds out annually about 35 hogs for sale. They pro- 
duce their own meat for home use. 

Last year they carried about 30 head of beef cattle. They 
have developed a specialty which is popular. That is the produc- 
tion of high-grade baby beef. They averaged a fine price last 
year, selling to individuals. This year the same customers already 
are raising Cain for another one, and others who heard about it 
or sampled some of the beef, are clamoring to be on the list. 

For the cattle there are 40 acres of permanent pasture with a 
fine mixture of Dallis grass, lespedeza, white Dutch and Bermuda. 
There are 30 acres of temporary pasture. And, of course, they 
follow small grain with lespedeza. Peas and vetch are plowed 
in ahead of corsa. 


Poultry and Garden 


Poultry and a garden round out this interesting, highly diversi- 
fied farm.

race. 


The commitment for the convention 
nominees is at least positive, and in 
marked contrast to the cry-baby, negative 
“walk out plans” of Mississippi, South 
Carolina and a part of Alabama’s delega- 
tion. Their attitude, that they won’t play 
ball at all unless they can be the pitcher, 
is not according to the rules of the game. 
Georgia will participate in the convention. 


The Georgia action emphasizes two as- 
pects of the present situation, one local, 
one national. 


If Sen. Richard B. Russell is to be one 
of the favorite sons, Tom Linder, Agri- 
cultural Commissioner now under Fed- 
eral indictment, can hardly fail to note 
the méaning of it. The odds are Mr. Lin- 
der has talked about opposing Sen. Rus- 
sell only for the advertising value. Few 
believe he ever entertained any real in- 
tention of running against the Senator, 
whose record is one which greatly appeals 
to Georgians. Political experts believe he 
would soundly defeat Linder. If the Com- 
missioner had any idea of running, he now 
has notice the Talmadge organization has 
endorsed Sen.

For a Two-Party System 


Now that Georgia’s Republican Party 
is indisputably in the hands of men who 
want to see it expanded numerically, it 
is receiving unprecedented encourage- 
ment from both the press and public. 

State Chairman Roscoe Tucker, Na- 
tional Committeeman Harry Sommers and 
Fulton County Chairman Elbert Tuttle 
are recognized as reputable, conscientious 
citizens, a far cry from the traditional 
GOP leadership which has schemed to 
keep the party small in the South so that 
the patronage would not have to be split 
so many ways during Republican national 
administrations. 

Their avowed intention of developing 
an effective second party in Georgia, pos- 
sibly beginning with the nomination of a 
candidate for Governor this year, is being 
commended throughout the State. 


Typical of the comment is an editorial,. 


“Give the People Another Choice,” fea- 
tured in the Gainesville Daily Times. 
Hailing the entrance of another party “at 
a time when the people of Georgia need 
relief from both mediocrity and hypoc- 
risy,’ The Times declares: 


“Two parties in Georgia will mean that 


November, as seems probable, the Demo- 
cratic Party will be badly disorganized 
and left without a rallying personality. 
Gen. Eisenhower’s name is a good one for 
disaffected delegations to use at Phila- 
delphia, but the General will not run. If 
Mr. Truman should step aside, Justice 
William O. Douglas is the only other logi- 
cal man and he is not acceptable to the 
South. Americans for Democratic Action, 
which supports also the FEPC, are chiefly 
urging the General or Justice Douglas. 
Virginia has acted as did Georgia to total 
54 votes pledged to. Gen. Eisenhower. 
This could be the small hole in the dike 
of Truman votes which causes it to give 
way. The next six days will determine 
the issue. If Mr.-Truman insists, he can 
obtain the nomination. If he weakens 
even a little, the dam of pledged votes 
will break. 

- Nationally, therefore, the Democrats 
face the unhappy prospect that even if 
they should change candidates, with Gen. 
Eisenhower unavailable, they would be 
jumping from the frying pan into the fire. 
The outlook is not good, for victory or for 
the Party’s future. 

The proposal that Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt be the Vice Presidential-nomi- 
nee was made to Mr. Truman at a press 
conference. The President could, of 
course, say only that she would be ac- 
ceptable. What his real feelings are can- 
not be known. It was hardly a fair ques- 
tion. Mrs. Roosevelt is one of the great- 
est and finest women of our time, but 
she is not, and never has been, interested 
in being a candidate for any office. She 
now has said so with such emphasis that 
she joins the lonely figure of Gen. Wil- 
liam T. Sherman. There are now two per- 
sons who have been been mentioned for 
Presidential office who have said they 
would under no circumstances take the 
office: 
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the people are to have an actual hand in 
choosing their officers. Instead of choos- 
ing between the offerings of a single back- 
room caucus, the voters will have a choice 
between two men, each representing a set 
of issues, each the final and definite choice 
of his party members. 

“Instead of picking a candidate because 
he pleases factions within the Democratic 
Party, the voters will have an opportunity 
to chose a man who actually represents 
the sentiments of his party, a man who 
has been chosen as a candidate because 
he has real qualities for office and real 
vote-getting power. 

“The two-party system will end our 
unrepresentative practice of choosing of- 
ficials in a primary election, an election 
controlled by party rules. In the pri- 
maries, the party can change its rules 


‘almost at will; can disenfranchise innu- 


merable voters; can and has thwarted the 
actual will of the people.” 

The Republican Party has a great op- 
portunity in Georgia. . 

The need for a second party has never 
been more apparent and the people, judg- 
ing from their comments, have never been 
more receptive.

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later to be called “The Liberty Bell,” was rung |

But, when it came, appropriate ceremonies were held at Savannah, 


including considerable drinking of toasts in rum and whiskey, firing 
of cannons, parades, and repeated readings of the copy of the 
Declaration. The British Governor didn’t like it. 


In these days of casual acceptance of it, it is difficult to keep 


in mind that signing the Declaration was not just a gesture. The | 


men who signed it knew that. They noted, as they signed it, that 
they pledged their honor, their fortunes and their lives. There 
soon was a price on most of their heads.

And nobody would wait on the customers of Oppenheim-Collins, 


The youngish-looking Greenfield, 


who is Secretary-Treasurer of the firm, got so worried about the way business was skidding that he 


put checkers at the doors. 

“They learned that 73 percent of the women 
who entered our store in Brooklyn walked out 
without buying anything,” he reported to the 
House Labor Committee. “And in New York it 
was 72 percent of the people coming into our 
store and buying nothing.” 

The firm lost money, while most of its com- 
petitors were making unusually good profits. 
Greenfield blamed Communists in charge of CIO 
Local 1250. He said they terrified his clerks. 


Chairman Fred Hartley, co-author of the Taft- 
Hartley Act (against which the union is fighting 
bitterly) wanted to know more about terror in 
the lingerie counter and fright behind the per- 
fume cases. Greenfield turned the hair-raising 
details over to his personnel director, E. Marshall 
Palmer. 

The latter said the Congressmen should under- 
stand that the genteel ladies who staff Oppen- 
heim-Collins can’t be compared, say, to the 
huskies building sedans for the Ford Motor 
Company. 


“They are refined women,” he said. “They 
just go to pieces under the treatment of the 
union. They get hysterical when somebody 
threatens to bash in their heads. And they 
are no good as saleswomen for weeks after- 
ward.” 


It turned out that the union has threatened 
the store with a strike the first of next month 
unless it signs a contract which the manage- 
ment believes is a violation of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 

“So now they’re telling these nice women 


i 
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who work for us that they’ll have to get heavy 
shoes for picketing when the strike begins, 
Palmer continued. “One of these Communist 
organizers used to work for us. Her name is 
Florence Nyitrai.” 

Florence, he said, grabbed a girl from the 
glove section who did not. like the union and 
told her that if she didn’t observe the picket 
lines next month, she’d have her head cracked. 

“It is bad enough to say things like that to 
men,” Palmer added, “but it seriously upsets 
women. Our women are of the refined type and 
they are not geared to take it.” 

Miss Nyitrai, he said, also took Miss Chris- 
tine Wade, of the Brooklyn store, who was on 
her way to work, and pushed her into a line 
of pickets on strike against the Brooklyn Trust 
Company. 


“She didn’t know anything about the Brook- | : 


lyn Trust Company and its strike,” Palmer said. 
“When finally she escaped from the picket line 
she. was bawled out by the union leaders. And 
she was so upset that she was worth nothing to 
us as an employee for two weeks.” 

After the formal proceedings were over, I had 


a little chat with Greenfield, and I have some | 


reasonably good cheer for the shoppers of New 
York. For two years now the clerks have been 
in such a state they couldn’t wait on the cus- 
tomers, or so wortied they stood around in knots 
without even seeing the would-be buyers.

HE lights. in the Philadelphia theatre went 
To. The performance was over. The audi- 
ence started to leave. 

Backstage, a tall, dark-haired young man 
walked slowly, sadly back to his dressing room. 
The secret he carried in his heart numbed him. 
silently he removed his make-up and took off his 
costume. 

Finally, without a word of explanation to any-

one, E. J. Oden, “America’s Premier Basso,” 
turned and walked out of the theatre and out of 
the life that had brought him wealth and glory. 

That was in May, 1911. 

Years passed and none of his former asso- 
ciates ever heard from him. Attempts to lecate 
him proved futile. Producers and public alike 
wondered what had become of him, where he had 
gone. Asa star with such famous performers 
as Enrico Caruso and Raymond Hitchcock, Oden 
had already been well on his way to a brilliant 
career. Why had he given it up? 

For 37 years, his whereabouts remained a mys- 
tery. Then one day this past winter, as suddenly 
as he had vanished, Oden reappeared. 

As E. J. Odenkirchen—his real name—he had 
for years operated a photographic studio in the 
small farming community of Norwich, N. Y., far 
from the metropolitan centers in which he rose 
to fame. , 

A chance conversation with a casual acquaint- 
ance at last revealed his true identity. When 
questioned, the 68-year-old singer admitted that 
he was indeed the E. J. Oden whose voice had 
thrilled scores of 

Why had he left the stage? Why had he made 
the break so sudden, so complete? And why had 
he taken such pains to hide his identity through 


Two doctors had told me 
they thought I had tuberculosis. I had lost a lot 
of weight and felt badly. 

“I walked out without telling anybody because 
in those days I still thought I might want to stage 
a comeback sometime. The fewer explanations 
“I gave them, the easier it would be.” 

He kept his identity secret, Odenkirchen ex- 
plained, simply because he wanted to make his 
departure from the theatre as complete and final 
as possible. “I’m happy just the way I am,”- he 
continued. “I wouldn’t part with this life for 
the other for anything. I was young and full of 
ginger then. I’m much better off this way. 

“I probably never would have married if I had 
remained on the stage. I was burning the candle 
at both ends. You can get away with that just

so long. I’ve never had any desire to go back.” . 


Once he did leave the theatre, Odenkirchen 
chan his attitude toward marriage. Oddly 
enou it was through his sickness that he met 
his bride-to-be. 

On the advice of his New York doctor, he went 
to Watertown, N. Y., and there placed himself 
under the care of Dr. Seigfroid Dandurand. 

“Before I got there,” the singer recalled, “I 
had gone from 198 pounds down to 128. Dr. 
Dandurand stuck me on a roof at 45 degrees below 
zero, fed me soup, stale bread and malt whisky, 
and in six months I gained back 30 pounds.” 

In addition to gaining weight, Odenkirchen also 
gained a wife. While living with Dr. Dandurand 
he met the doctor’s bright-eyed daughter, Fva. 

“IT was staying with my aunt at the time,” she 
recalled, “and one day father invited me to have 
Sunday dinner with Odie and himself. They both 
I wish you 
could have seen them.” 

The result of this meeting was a budding ro 
mance. And on Aug. 8, 1913, the couple eloped 
to Carthage, N. Y., where they were married. 

With a wife to support, Odenkirchen turned 
to photography as a means of livelihood. He 
had learned the trade while a youngster in New 
Haven, where his stepfather was a photographer. 

“My family,” he recalled, “had always wanted 
me to go into photography. When it came to 
singing, my mother didn’t think I had anything. 
She thought my voice was just a low growl.”

that the youthful Odenkirchen had great promise. 
At the age of 22, with the help of his teacher, 
Batteli, he was sent to Italy for further training. 

It was during this period that he met the 
late, great Enrico Caruso. Together, they sang 
several billings throughout Italy. After about a 

, Odenkirchen returned to America. 

Back in New York, he tried out for a part in 
Raymond W. Savage's Castle Square Opera Co. 
Picked out of 120 other applicants, he then set 
about learning 12 different roles. 

Later, he joined the company of Savage's “The. 
Student King,” traveling throughout the country. 
His next appearance was with Raymond Hitch- 
cock in “The Yankee Tourist,” a musical based 
on a book by Richard Harding Davis. 


Of all the roles in which he appeared, the one 
Odenkirchen remembered perhaps best was his 
part as a sleepy waiter in a light opera version 
of Henry Fielding’s “Tom Jones.” It was while 
he was in that production that his doctors deliv- 
ered their fateful verdict. 

In the years after he left the theatre, the 
singer recalled, only one person ever recognized 
who he was. Though he occasionally sang in 
local competitions, his audiences never realized 
to whom they were listening. 

“People used to ask me where I had studied,” 
he recalled. “They would tell me I ought to go 
to New York and go on the stage. 

“Some of them even said they were sure they 
had seen me somewhere before. I just smiled. 
I never gave them any information.” 

“Odie gave up singing altogether five or six 
years ago,” his wife explained. ‘He felt it wasn't 
fair competition to ‘the other singers around here. 
Some of them had really fine voices. But natur- 
ally he had had much more experience.”

When the Artist and His 7

IKE Pygmalion, the exacting sculptor in the 
# old Greek legend, Osker Kokoschka, a mod- 
ern painter, became obsessed with his own 
idea of perfect feminine beauty. 
One by one, he fixed in his mind all of the 
physical characteristics this ideal, woman should 


have. Then, despairing of ever finding such a 
woman, he decided to have one made to order 
—-in the form of a life-sized doll. 

After creating Galatea out of ivory, Pygmalion 
fell hopelessly in love with her -—- and Venus took 
pity on him and brought her to life, so they 
could be married. 

Osker was not so fortunate—according to an 
account of the results of his fantastic experiment, 
revealed recently in the book, “Kokoschka, Life 
and Work,” written by Edith Hoffman and pub- 
lished in England by Faber and Faber, Ltd. 

Kokoschka was born in Poechlarn, Austria, in 
1886, of a Czech father and an Austrian mother. 
He took up art work in Vienna in 1904 and 
achieved some success in 1908 with his first 
exhibit. He was athletic, good-looking, blond and 
blue-eyed. With his charming and clever ways, 
he was a great favorite with women. 

In 1915 he became a dashing officer in the 
Austrian army and set off for the Russian front. 
Before he left he pfesented to his beloved of the 
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Painter Kokoschka Ordered a 
Life-Size Model Built of His Ideal 
Beauty, but the Finished Product

moment a set of six fans on which he had painted 
the glamourous episodes of their romance. 

At the front. Kokoschka was gravely wounded 

Shot in the head and bayoneted in the lungs. 
A Russian prisoner, he was deemed incurable and 
sent home, where he recovered. 

Again he went to the front, but his lung did 
not heal completely. He was returned to Vienna. 
Later he went to a specialist in Stockholm and 
improved sufficiently to be sent home.- 

Despondent, he started for the front once 
more, but en route, in Dresden, he met a German 
poet working toward a German revolution. Ko- 
koschka was so taken with the poet’s ideals that 
he moved into his home. 

The poet died, but Kokoschka stayed on for 
seven years. 

Haunted by his war experiences, he found all 
contact with ordinary human beings unbearable. 
He wanted isolation, but not complete isolation. 
He figured out a remedy: he would have a life- 
size doll made in the image of his ideal woman. 
He would devote his life to this doll and she 
would be a never-tiring model for his paintings. 

His imagination pictured her in detail. He 
found a Stuttgart artist, a woman, who agreed 
to cooperate and to her he sent letters, drawings 

even an oil painting—-giving her specifications 
for his ideal. 

As the work progressed the artist sent him 
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photographs of his’ doll and he was delighted. 

“At first I was quite taken aback by the un- 
canny, lifelike appearance,” Edith Hoffman 
quotes him as saying. 

In one of the letters to his artist friend, he 
wrote: 

“Hands and feet must still be articulated. Take 
your own Rand as a model. Or think of a well- 
groomed Russian woman who is used to riding. 
And the foot should be that of a dancer. 

“As to the head, the expression is very, very 
strange and should even be intensified, but all 
traces of the making should be extinguished as 
far as possible. Can the mouth be opened? And 
has it got teeth and a tongue? When doing the 
eyes, do not try to stylize. Imitate your own. 
It would be nice if one could shut the eyes. 

“IT count the days until she will be ready to 
greet me, and be assured that, whatever the doll 
may look like, it will be more dear to me and 
more of a refuge than the whole reality of today.” 

As the great day neared, Kokoschka made his 
final preparations. He hired a maid to wait upon 
“a lady of distinction,” a coachman to drive her 
through the city, a box at the opera for the two 
of them. He invited his few friends in to cele- 
brate the arrival of his wonderful doll. 

The expressman delivered an enormous box 
and Kokoschka’s heart leaped. He and his friends 
—they had all drunk a lot of wine—rushed to 
open it. 

‘Fhen came a shock. 

In the box was a monstrosity — accurately 
constructed according to Kokoschka’s: specifica- 
tions, adroitly painted and gorgeously dressed, 
movable in all its limbs, yet a monstrosity. 

Osker Kokoschka’s idealistic notions, when 
put together, resulted in a ludicrous and incon- 
gruous hodgepodge. 

He was stunned. His friends made so much 
fun of him, he became enraged and took the doll 
out in the garden to bury it. 

But before the burial, the party settled down 
to serious drinking. Desolate, Kokoschka sought | 
refuge in wine and the belated sympathy of his 
cronies. The “wake” lasted all night. It ended 
when the police, told by a passer-by that a woman 
had been murdered, came to investigate. 

For some reason never explained, Kokoschka 
changed his mind about burying his doll. Later, 
she served him as a model for his painting, 
“Woman in Blue.” In 1924 he settled in Prague, 
where his depression slowly lifted. 

With the Munich appeasement in 1938 he went 
to England and stayed there, devoting himself to 
his now well-known art. 

After his disillusioning experiences as a Pyg- 
malion in reverse, he apparently had no further 
urge to create a perfect woman.

© MATTER where she went or what she 
N became, Virginia Cherrill, who progressed

Virginia's Recent Mar- 
riage to a Former Air 
Pilot May Put Her on 
a New Road fo 
Happiness. 
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Words and Phrases in an Old Manu- 
script Reveal That It Probably 
Served as a Model for Our 
National Anthem

CRESCENT-SHAPED African moon il- 
lumined the taut stillness of the Mediter- 
ranean night. 

Inside the entrance of Tripoli harbor, strong. 
hold of the fierce Barbary pirates, a young 
American navy lieutenant, Stephen Decatur, 
peered anxiously into the darkness as his smal! 
ship moved silently through the water. Directly 
ahead, he could see the outlines of the captured 
U. S. frigate Philadelphia, riding at anchor unde: 
the jealous eyes of the Tripolitan fleet. 

Seized from the American navy some three 
months before, in October, 1803, the Philadelphia 
was the prized possession of the arrogant Bey ot! 
Tripoli, with whom the United States was at wat 
Decatur had been ordered to burn the Philade! 
phia, rather than let her remain in enemy hands. 

With reckless bravery, he and his small band 
of volunteers boarded the captive vessel and over- 
powered the startled Moslem crew. Within 20 
minutes they had reduced the frigate to blazing 
rubble. Then, amidst a fusillade of shot and shell 


from the Bey’s fleet, they made their escape. 

When word of Decatur’s dazzling exploit 
reached the United States, it was greeted with 
wild delight. Depressed by two years of incon 
clusive warfare with the ‘Tripoli pirates, the 
American people adopted Decatur as a national! 
idol, When he returned home in the fall of 
1805S, after further distgénguishing himself, he 
was given a hero’s welcome. 

In his house in Georgetown, near Washington, 
I. C., Francis Scott Key, who almost a dec: 
later was to become famous as the author of 
Star-Spangled Banner,” sat down and wrote a 
five-stanza verse praising the ‘Tripolitan heroes 
He entitled it simply, “Song.” Written in exact}, 
the same meter as the later, “The Star-Spangled 


Banner,” it bore a striking resemblance to the Na 
tional Anthem. 


In the third stanza, Key for the

first time used the phrase “the star-spanglied flag. 

What he did with the verse after he wrote 
it is not known, but it was later copied down in 
ihe handwriting of his son-m-law, Charles Howard 
of Baltimore, and published in 1857 in an obscure 
volume entitied “Poems of the late Francis Scott 
Key, Esq., Author of “The Star-Spangled Banner’.” 
‘There it remained, almost unnoticed, until Key’s 
‘Treat-great-granddaughter, Mrs. Edward C. Ven- 
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STAR-SPANGLED BANNER 


ble, recently discovered the original manuscript 
her uncle’s home in Baltimore. 

Like millions of other Americans, she had 
pen taught to believe that the national anthem 
ashed into Key’s mind as he watched the val- 
ant defense of Fort McHenry @urimg the War of 
812. The manuscript she held in her hand proved, 
sowever, that her renowned ancestor had bor- 
owed freely from his Tripoli song when he wrote 
The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Recognition of this fact shed important light 
yn a complex historical argument concerning the 

iting of the anthem. But to understand this con- 
roversy, one must first have a clear picture of 
.ey’s role in the British attack on Fort McHenry. 

Toward the end of August, 1814, 4,500 red- 
oated English troops, under the command of 
reneral Ross, marched into the national capital 
t Washington, D. C., burned the White House 
nd other public buildings and then retired to- 
vard their fleet, anchored in the Potomac. 


N THE course of their withdrawal, they halted 

at Upper Marlboro, the home of Dr. William 
Beanes, a prominent physician and friend of Key. 

e dramatic events that followed were graphi- 
ally described by Roger Brooke Taney, Key’s 
brother-in-law, who was Secretary of the Treas- 
ry under Jackson and later Chief Justice of 
he United States Supreme Court. 

In the introduction to the 1857 collection of 
ey’s poems, Taney .stated that a detachment of 
enemy troops “entered Dr, Beanes'’s house about 
idnight, compelled him to rise from his bed 
and hurried him off to the British camp...” 

Then, closely guarded, the physician was car- 
ied aboard a British ship as a prisoner. When 
is friends’ pleas for his release proved unavail- 
g, Key’s help was solicited. He agreed to 
board the British admiral’s ship under a flag of 
ruce and seek Beanes’s freedom. 

Key and John S. Skinner, a government agent 
n charge of exchanging prisoners, went to Balti- 
ore and there embarked on a small boat. Key, 
ccording to Taney, found the British fleet “at 
he mouth of the Potomac, preparing for the 
xpedition against Baltimore.” 

After considerable argument, it was agreed

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that Beanes would be released. “But Mr. Key,” 
Taney continued, “was at the same time informed 
that neither he, nor any one else, would be per- 
mitted to leaye the fleet for some days...” 

Key and Skinner were subsequently trans- 
ferred to the frigate Surprise, where they re- 
mained until the British ships reached the mouth 
of the Patapsco River and prepared for the assault 
on the city. They were then sent aboard their 
own small boat, Taney related. 

“They were permitted to take Dr. Beanes with 
them, and they thought “themselves fortunate in 
being anchored In a position which enabled them 
to see distinctly the flag of Fort McHenry.” 


ROM that vantage point, Key anxiously watched 

the launching of the combined land and sea 
attack. Beginning on Tuesday morning, Sept. 
13, and continuing throughout that day and the 
following night, the British pumped an unending 
stream of shells at the fort. 

A news report of the time stated that “in 24 
hours, at least 1,500 bombs” fell on the Americans. 
Key and Skinner, Taney stated, “remained on 
deck during the night, watching every shell, from 
the moment it was fired, until it fell. 

“While the bombardment continued, it was 
sufficient proof that the fort had not surrendered. 
But it suddenly ceased some time before day 
break; and as they had no communication with 
any of the enemy’s ships, they did not know 
whether the fort had surrendered or the attack 
upon it been abandoned. 

“They paced the deck for the residue of the 
night in painful suspense, watching with intense 
anxiety for the return of day.” 

Finally, as “the dawn’'s early light” grew into 
day, Key turned his eyes toward the shore and 
saw that the “broad stripes and bright stars” of 
the American flag still flew “over the land of 
the free and the home of the brave.” 

Key, Skinner and Beanes were soon informed 
that the attack on Baltimore had failed and.that 
they would be permitted to return to their coun- 
trymen. Under the excitement of the time, Taney 
related, Key had written a song, “and he handed 
me a printed copy of “The Star-Spangled Banner.’ 

“He said he commenced it on the deck of their 


vessel,, in the fervor of the moment, when he 
saw tlf@ enemy hastily retreating to their ships, 
and looked at the flag he had watched for so 
anxiously as the morning opened,” 

Key then stated, Taney continued, “that he 
had written some lines, or brief notes that would 
aid him in calling them to mind, upon the back of 
a letter which he happened to have in his pocket. 
And for some of the lines, as he proceeded, he 
was obliged to rely altogether on his memory.” 

Key finished the anthem, he said, “in the boat 
on his way to the shore, and wrote it out as it 
now stands at the hotel on the night he reached 
Baltimore, and immediately after he arrived. 

“He said that on the next morning he took it 
to Judge Nicholson to ask him what he thought 
of it, that he was so much pleased with it that 
he immediately sent it to a printer and directed 
copies to be struck off in hand-bill form...” 

When it first appeared in print soon after- 
ward, the anthem was set to the tune of “To 
Anacreon in Heaven,” a popular song of the 
time. According to commonly accepted legend, 
the selection of this particular piece was madee 
either by Judge Nicholson, a brother-in-law of 
Key, who had aided in the defense of Fort Mc- 
Henry, or by a flute player named Durang. 


EY himself was either wholly, or at least par- 

tially, deaf. He knew little about music. 
Therefore, with but two exceptions, scholars con- 
cluded that the words to the anthem were pro- 
duced by a sudden stroke of genius during the 
battle and later adapted to music by someone else. 

It has been recently pointed out, however, that 
an examination of the facts should cast doubt 
on this assumption. Key had been through @ 
painful and exhausting ordeal during the defense 
of Fort McHenry. 

Thus, it has been argued that it is illogical 
to suppose that at such a moment, or even imme- 
diately afterward, the complex structure and 
phrasing of “The Star-Spangled Banner” would 
have popped completely developed into his mind. 

Nor is it very probable that Judge Nicholson 
or Durang would have found a piece of music so 
perfectly suited to the words of the anthem so 
quickly and with such apparent ease. 

Nonetheless, that was the most widely held 
view until Mrs. Venable’s remarkable discovery 
of the manuscript of the earlier Tripoli poem. 

Shortly before she unearthed this important 
document, her uncle, Charles Morris Howard, had 
died in his home in Baltimore. He was the great- 
grandson of Charles Howard, Key’s son-in-law. 

While straightening out her uncle’s personal 
belongings, Mrs. Venable came across several 
cedar chests. 

Among the items she discovered in them was a 
faded old ledger. In the front of the book, in the 
neat, precise handwriting of the first Charles How- 
ard, was this inscription: i 

“The following compositions of the late F. S. 
Key aere inserted in this book as copies of them 
were met within. For this reason, they are not 
arranged in any order, either of dates, where these 
are known, or classification.” 

Opening the book, Mrs. -Venable almost im- 
mediately spotted the Tripoli poem. “I was fas- 
cinated by it,”~she said. “It was so obviously 
like “The Star-Spangled Banner.’ 

“The third verse contains the phrase ‘star- 
spangled flag,’ and the last two lines of each 
stanza are repeated in the same manner as in the 
National Anthem. In both cases, the meter is 
exactly the same.” 


HOUGH it is impossible to say exactly when 

Key wrote the poem, he obviously intended it 
as a eulogy to the triumphant heroes of the Tri- 
politan wars. It must therefore have been written 
either in 1804 or 1805. Lacking the polished 
artistry of the National Anthem, it nonetheless 
must have been used by Key as a model when 
he wrote “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Thus it appears that while the valiant defense 
of Fort McHenry unquestionably served as the 
actual inspiration for the anthem, Key must 
have consciously or subconsciously relied on the 
structure of the earlier poem. It also seems that, 
despite his tonal deafness, the selection of “To 
Anacreon in Heaven” as the tune for “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” was not merely a happy acci- 
dent. Key apparently had had the same tune 
in mind when he wrote the Tripoli poem. 

At the time she discovered the manuscript, 
Mrs. Venable did not realize that it had ever 
been published. Additional research revealed, 
however, that the document appeared in book 
form in 13857, 14 years after Key’s death. 

Buried in that obscure volume, it was over- 
looked by generations of Americans, brought up 
to believe that the immortal lines of the National 
Anthem were a sudden inspiration born in the 
heat of battle.

Her troubles had begun even before her first 
rip to the altar when it was discovered that 
he lucky man, courtly Baron George Wilhelm 
Jans von Brincken, attached to the German Con 
sulate in San Francisco, already had a legal wife 

Rin Germany. 
The baron obtained his divorce, however, and 


the wedding was the event of the year in San. 


Francisco society. 
The ornate Palace Hotel in San Francisco was 


the scene of the wedding revention. The wedding 
gown and trousseau were designed by Lady Duff 
Gordon. Beca''se of the bridegroom’s connec- 
tions, the imperial German Consul General made 
the trip from Washington, D. C., to officiate as 
best man. 

The baron entertained the guests by describ- 
ing his earlier career as a lieutenant in the Royal 
Saxon Cavalry, and his rise to knighthood in the 
Teutonic Order. 

There were descriptions, too, of the baronial 
estates at Blanckenburg, Germany, where he and 
his bride would live after the Fatherland had 
disposed of its enemies, he said. 

Right after their honeymoon, federal agents 
arrested the baron for espionage and sabotage 
against the Allies and the United States, then on 
the verge of entering the war. The beautiful 
Milo stood by him, even as a jury was finding 
him guilty and a judge was sentencing him to two 
years in prison and fining him $10,000. 

But, after the prison gates clanged shut be- 
hind him, Milo became convinced of his guilt and 
divorced him. At that time, she said: 

“In the maelstrom of war that dashed many a 
human hope and many a life to pieces on the rocks 
of inhumanity, my romance was brokén. It can- 
not be restored. I love my country more than 
my husband.” 3 

The baron was released on Jan. 10, 1920, and 
hastened to San Francisco to plead with Milo for 
a reunion. He was too late. She had become the 
wife of a man who wore her country’s uniform 
during the war-——Lieut. Lyman K. Swenson of the 
U. S. Navy. 

Milo’s family was growing. She was the 
mother of a boy and a girl born during the 
baron’s long drawn out chain of appeals before 
he went to prison, and she presented Lieutenant 
Swenson with two more children. But mother- 


hood didn’t insure the permanence of her second 
marriage. 

“IT can go no further,” she announced as she 
filed suit for divorce. “Lieutenant Swenson has 
made life unbearable for me. I have scarcely been 
able to call my, life my own. There is nothing 
left for me in life except my children and to them 
my life is now dedicated.” 

Later, she fought to regain custody of the two 
youngest children, turned over to Lieutenant 
sSwenson’s care when she divorced him. 

Milo spent the remains of her fortune, several 
thousand dollars, in prolonged court battles onls 
to lose in the end. 

Weary and spent from the struggle, she 
changed’ from vigorous campaigner to clinging 
vine and a handsome man immediately appear: 
to furnish support. 

He was the Marquis J. de Flores; he was suave 
and charming and Milo married him in Reno 
They lived happily for five years until, just as 
Milo was assuring herself that “this one” would 
last, he went into divorce court. 

He had been deceived, the marquis stated. He 
had not been aware of his wife’s “past,” and he 
demanded release on behalf of his and his fam. 
ily’s honor. 

Milo sighed and refused to contest the action.

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Synthetic “Chemical Messengers" Im- 
prove the Chances of Thousands of 
Women in Having Children

ITH tear-stained eyes an attractive 24- 
W year-old girl looked up from her pillow 
into the sympathetic face of the doctor. 

“My husband and I so want a baby of our 
own,” she said. “We’ve been married for five 
years. Seven times since then we’ve looked happily 
and hopefully forward to the ‘day.’ But each 
time after a few months, the same tragic story 
repeats itself. I lose my baby. Isn’t there any- 
thing that can be done?” 

This is a question that has been asked by 
thousands of unhappy women throughout the 
country. They want to become mothers and, al- 
though they are strong and healthy, after a few 
months of anxiety and tension, they lose their 
babies. 

In the United States alone,there are more than 
240,000 babies lost in this way each year. 

Medical science has an answer that appears 
to work in many cases. It lies in the use of 
Progesterone and Estrogen, the new synthetic sex 
hormones. By administering these ‘chemical

messengers,” which supplement those supplied by 
the body and which are essential during the 
prenatal life of the baby, many women who 
thought that they would never be able to have 
children are now proud mothers. 

Sex hormone therapy, too, was the doctor’s 
answer to his tearful patient. When she again 
became an expectant mother, she was given in- 
jections of both Progesterone and Estrogen three 
times weekly for 24 weeks. This was then re- 
duced to twice weekly until at the end of the full 
time she had a normal healthy baby. 

Since that time and with the aid of the same 
therapy she has had another child. 

This case is but one of 35 similar studies re- 
cently reported by Drs. Norris W. Vaux and A. 
E. Rakoff of the Department of Obstetrics at the 
Jefferson Medical College and Hospital in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., where they are investigating the use 
of sex hormones to prevent loss of babies. 

Prior to the use of the new therapy, all of the 
patients in this group had lost at least two or 
more babies.., 

They ranged in age from 21 to 36, the most 
prolific period of life. However, out of a previous 
total of 118 confinements, there had been only 13 
suceessful births, about 10 per cent, 

On the next occasign when the sex hormone 
therapy was used, the results were strikingly dif- 
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ferent. Each of the patients was given injections 
of Progesterone and Estrogen, two or three times 
weekly as soon as the doctors were aware of their 
condition. 

None of the patients was kept in bed except 
for occasional short periods marked by backaches 
or other annoying symptoms. 

Of the 35 patients treated, 24 had healthy 
babies. This is roughly 70 per cent of the number 
of cases and an important and significant increase 
over the previous record. 

While the doctors in this experiment admini- 
stered the hormones by means of injections, they 
can be given in other ways that are more con- 
venient for the patient and almost as effective. 

They can be given as pills and swallowed or in 
“linguets” which are kept under the tongue until 
they have dissolved. 

They can be implanted under the skin in pel- 
lets which give off the proper dosage for weeks. 

In some states which have no laws to the con- 
trary, these hormones can be purchased without 
a prescription. However, they should never be 
taken in any form without the advice of a com- 
petent physician. 

While the human system throws off the hor- 
mones that it does not use, there are certain con- 
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ditions in which an oversupply can cause havoc 
of the body. : 

There is a belief among some people that pre- 
natal loss of babies may be Nature’s way of elimi- 
nating the defective. 

But, according to the Philadelphia doctors, 
prenatal defects are often caused by the failure 
of the glands to secrete sufficient hormones for 
normal development. 

The administering of the synthetic sex hor- 
mones makes up for this deficiency and helps 
normal development. 

For years not only Progesterone and Estrogen 
but also many other vital sex hormones were 
manufactured by only four major companies in 
the United States who owned the patent rights. 
These. companies were controlled by a pre-war 
European cartel and maintained sky-high prices. 

Realizing the tmportance of hormones for the 
health of the American people and also for the 
successful accomplishment of parenthood, The 
American Weekly about a year ago started a 
“price-reduction” campaign in a series of reveal- 
ing articles. 

The situation was brought to the attention of 
U. S. Attorney-General Tom Clark who started an 
investigation. 

Since then, the once stratospheric and almost 
prohibitive price levels have steadily dropped 
until now they are from 30 to 50 per cent less 
than they were a year ago. 

Much is still to be learned about how hormones 
affect our body chemistry. However, expanded 
research throughout the world is continuing to 
develop better products and to furnish more clues. 

One of the most startling accomplishments is 
synthesis of a female hormone by Dr. Carl 
Miescher of Basle, Switzerland, which he calls 
Bis-dehydroisynolic acid. It is now being prepared 
in Europe from cheap and simple chemicals. It 
is so potent that one twenty-millionth of a gram 
produces striking results. 

With prices steadily on the down trend, hor- 
mones are now available to about three times as 
many persons as they were a year ago. Increased 
use will give thousands of women a better chance 
to accomplish successful parenthood.

Self-Confessed Murderer

HEN Russell Colvin disappeared from 
Manchester, Vt., in the spring of 1812, 
nobody in the community gave the matter 


a second thought. Not even his immediate rela- 
tives regarded it as of any great importance. 

Certainly no one could have foreseen that the 
man would be immortalized in the annals of 
American jurisprudence. Folks who'd known him 
would have shouted, “Who, Russell?” and cracked 
their sides laughing. 

Truth to tell, he certainly did not seem to fit 
the dimensions of any historic role, being weak- 
minded and having no particular qualifications of 
value beyond those required for farm work. 

Until his disappearance. Colvin had been living 
with his wife, the former Sally Boorn, and their 


two children, Lewis and Rufus, at the home of his 
father-in-law, Barney Boorn, near Mt. Equinox. 

Russell had been married to Sally for 18 
years, and had long since earned the contempt 
and dislike of her hot-tempered brothers, Stephen 
and Jesse. 

For one thing, he had a habit of wandering off 
without warning for days or even weeks at a 
stretch, sometimes taking his younger son, Rufus, 
whom he would carry on his shoulders. 

For another, on his return from these cbsences 
he mistreated his wife. At least she so complained 
to Steve and Jesse. 

Early that spring, Stephen called on William 
Wyman in the village and, according to the latter’s 
account, inquired if there wasn’t some way of 
making Russell behave better toward his wife. 

“I know of no way,” Wyman said he replied. 

“If there is no other way to put a stap to it,” 


he quoted Boorn as declaring, “I will put a stop 
to it myself.” 

It was to be testified that on that same day 
Stephen told a cousin, William Boorn: 

“I wish Russell and Sal were both dead. One 
of these days I'll kick them both to hell if I burn 
my legs off doing it!” 

The testimony in the case was that on the day 
Russell disappeared he engaged in a violent, blow- 
exchanging quarrel with Steve Boorn. 

Thomas Johnson, who lived on an adjoining 
farm, said that on a morning in May, while cross 
ing the Boorn lot, he heard angry words passing 
between the Boorn brothers and Colvin, who had 
been clearing a field of rocks. 

“I listened but could not discover the cause,” 
he stated. “I went honf@ and soon after came to 
the door and heard the quarrel! still going on.” 

Lewis Colvin, aged 10 at that time, testified 
he was present during the opening phases of the 
quarrel. He said his father struck Stephen first 
with a stick, that the latter retaliated with a club 
of some kind, and knocked Russell off his feet. 

“My father got up and hit Stephen,” Lewis 
related. “Stephen then struck him again with 
the. club, and he fell. I then became afraid and 
van off to the house. 

“Stephen told me the next day not to tell of

what took place. I never heard him say anything 
about what became of my father. -My mother 
had gone over the mountain on a visit.” 

Sally Colvin testified: 

“When I returned from over the mountain, 
about five days after the disappearance of my 
husband, I asked Lewis where Russell was, and 
he answered that he had gone to hell.” 

Now a long while passed. The only rumor 
entertained in the community about Russell Colvin 
was that he had gone off to war. The War of 1812 
was being fought with Great Britain. 

Meanwhile, Tom Johnson bought the Boorn 
property. One evening in the spring of 1816, he 
said, “the children brought in a hat. 

“T obServed that it was the hat of Russell Col- 
vin,” Johnson said. “I knew it to be his hat. It 
was very mouldy and rotten, and was the same 
hat he had on while digging stones about the time 
of his disappearance.” 

Later he discovered an old potato hole in the 


, 


middie of a field, with a young apple tree growing 
out of it. Still later he saw that the tree was 
gone, and that the earth appeared to have been 
disturbed. 


About this time, according to testimony at the 


trial, ane of the barns burned down, and the cause 
of the fire remained unexplained, 

Now a thing happened that caused the great- 
est excitement. 

In the spring of 1819, Amos Boorn, brother of 
Barney and a person of excellent repute, reported 
that he had dreamed—three times—that Russell 
Colvin had appeared at his bedside, told him that 
he had been murdered, and that his body had been 
buried in an old potato hole about 4 feet square, 
over which a house had formerly stood. 

To the superstitious of the region, Amos’ dream 
was “confirmation strong as proof of Holy Writ.” 

Next, a boy with a dog was walking near the 
Boorn house when the dog began to dig energeti- 
cally beneath an old stump. Soon he exposed sev- 
eral old bones which appeared burnt or charred. 
- Later a.delegation of citizens found what were 
believed to be two human fingernails or toenails. 

By now the feeling of the people had just about 
completely jelled into the conviction that Russell 
Colvin had been slain. 

Accordingly, on Monday morning, April 27, 


Truman Hill, the town grand juror, drew up com- 
plaints against Stephen and Jesse Boorn. Stephen 
could not be apprehended immediately, for he was 
then working on a farm in western New York, but 
Jesse was found and brought before Justice of 
the Peace Joel Pratt for examination. 

In the ensuing days of that week the activities 
of the community were suspended while most of 
the 1,500 inhabitants searched for evidence. 

New discoveries came out of the old potafo 
hole Tom Johnson had told about. These con- 
sisted of a large knife, a penknife, and a button. 
The large knife and the button were identified as 
having belonged to the missing man. 

The bones found under the stump were 
brought into court, where four physicians pro- 
nounced them to be the bones of a human foot, 
together with some toenails and perhaps a thumb- 
nail. One doctor changed his mind after inspect- 
ing a skeleton he happened to have in his home. 
The others also changed their opinions. 

This development might have put an end to 
the whole affair except that on Saturday, just at 
the moment when the situation had brightened 
for him, Jesse Boorn made a statement implicat- 
ing his absent brother. 


H* SAID that during the previous winter Ste- 
phen had told him that on that May day in 
1812 he and Russell had quarreled, and that he hit 
Russell with a club and fractured his skull, from 
which blow Russell had died. Jesse said he did 
not know what Became of the body, but he men- 
tioned several places where it might be found. 

On Sunday, one historian related, “nearly all 
the people for miles around turned out to search. 
Stumps were overturned, cellar holes examined, 
and the side of the mountain back of the premises 
caretully searched, but all to no purpose. Nothing 
was folund.” 

However, the situation seemed to require the 
examination of Stephen Boorn, so Truman Hill 
and Samuel Raymond brought him back from 
Denmark, N. Y. En route, they tried to induce 
him to make a confession, but he insisted that he 
was innocent. He stuck to this even when con- 
fronted by his brother. 

Both were then held to wait the action of the 
grand jury in September. 

Barney Boorn, their father, was arrested as 
an accessory, then quickly exonerated “much to 
the indignation of the public.” 

In June, one Silas Merrill, accused of forgery, 
reported that while confined in a cell with the 
Boorns, Jesse had admitted to him that both he 
and Stephen had participated in the alleged homi- 
cide, that they had buried the body in the old 
potato hole, and that, 18 months later, they 
gathered up the bones and put them in the barn 
that burned. After the fire, Merrill said, “they 
took the bones and pounded them up and put them 
into a deep hole in the river.” 

Late in August, having been persuaded that it 
was the wisest course he could take, Stephen 
Boorn made this statement: 

“May the 10th, 1812, I, about 9 or 10 o’clock, 
went down to David Glazier’s bridge, and fished 
down below Uncle Nathaniel Boorn’s, and then 
went across their farms, where Russell and Lewis 
were, being the nighest way. I sat down and we 
began to talk. Russell told me how many dollars 
benefit he had been to father, and I told him he 
was a damned fool. 

“He got mad and jumped up, and I told him to 
set down you little Tory. He catched up a piece 
of a beech limb, about two feet long, and struck 
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at my head but hit my shoulder, | catehed tt out 
of his hand and struck him a back-handed blow, 
I ®eing on the north side of him, and there was 
a knot on it about one inch long. 

- “As I struck him I did think I hit him on his 
back, and he stooped down and that knot was 
broken off sharp, and it hit him on the back of the 
neck, close in his hair, and it went In about a half 
an inch on that great cord. He fell down, and 
then I told the boy to go down and come up with 
his Uncle John, and he asked me if I had killed 
Russell, and I told him no, but he must not tell 
that we struck one another. 


gai. TOLD him when he got away down that Rus- 

sell was gone away, and I went back and he 
was dead. Then I went and took him and put him 
in the corner of the fence by the cellar hole, and 
put briers over him and went home. I went down 
to the barn and got some boards, and when it was 
dark I went down and took a hoe and boards, and 
dug a grave as well as I could. I took ouf of his 
pocket a little barlow knife, with about a half of 
a blade, and cut some bushes and put on his face. 
I put him in four boards on the bottom and on the 
top, and t’other two on the sides, and then covered 
him up and went home crying along. 

“When I lived at William Boorn’s I planted 


f 


some potatoes, and when I dug them I went there, 
and something, I thought, had been there. So I 
took up the bones and put them in a basket, and 
teok the boards and put on my potato hole, and 
when it was night took the basket and my hoe 
and went down and pulled a plank in the stable 
floor, and then dug a hole and covered him up. 

“Then when I lived under the west mountain, 
Lewis came and told me that father’s barn was 
burnt up. The next day, or the next day but one, 
I came down and went to the barn and there were 
a few bones. When they were at dinner I told 
them I did not want my dinner, and went and took 
them, and there were only a few of the biggest of 
the bones, and throwed them in the riter above 
Wyman’s, and then went back, and it was done 
quick, too, and then was hungry by that time. 

“The next Sunday I came down and went out 
there and scraped up them little things that. were 
under the stump there. I told them I was going 
out fishing, and went, and there was a hole, and 
I dropped them in. 

“All this I acknowledge before the world.” 

At the grand jury session in September, the 
principal witness against Stephen and Jesse was 
Silas Merrill, who told about Jessie’s alleged con- 
fession to him. The jurors indicted both brothers, 
stating that: 

“Not having the fear of God before his eyes, 
but being moved and seduced by the instigation 
of the devil, Stephen Boorn feloniously, wilfully, 
and of malice aforethought,” dealt Russell Colvin 
a mortal blow, and that his brother “then and 
there, feloniously, wilfully and of his malice afore- 
thought, was present, aiding, helping, abetting, 
comforting, assisting and maintaining the said 


Stephen Boorn, the felony and murder aforesaid, 


in manner and form aforesaid.” 


THE trial took place in November before Chief 

Justice Dudley Chase and Judges Joel Doolittle 
and William Brayton. Because of the great crowds 
that gathered for the event, the sessions were held 
in the church. 

The jury needed only an hour to convict both 
defendants, and they were sentenced to be hanged 
on Jan. 28, 1820. Several weeks later, Jesse’s 
sentence was commuted to life imprisonment, but 
the plea on behalf of Stephen was denied. 

Then it occurred to Stephen to suggest to one 
of his counsel, Leonard Sargeant, that it might be 
a good idea to advertise in the newspapers for the 
purpose of locating Russell Colvin. 

Sargeant dryly remarked that if Colvin had 
been murdered, it would certainly be of no avail 
to advertise for him. 

But the condemned man insisted, with the re- 
sult that this notice appeared in the Rutland 
Herald: 

“Murder” 

“Printers of newspapers throughout the United 
States are desired to publish that Stephen Boorn of 
Manchester, in Vermont, is sentenced to be exe- 
cuted for the murder of Russell Colvin, who has 
been absent about seven years. Any person who 
can give information of said Colvin, may save the 
life of the innocent by making immediate com- 
munication. Colvin is about five feet five inches 
high, light complexion, light colored hair, blue 
eyes, about forty,years of age. 

“Manchester, Vt., Nov. 26, 1819.” 

In the same issue, the Herald printed an edi- 
torial which stated that there could be no possi- 
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bility of a doubt that Colvin had been murdered, 
and ridiculed what it termed a foolish attempt to 
advertise for information concerning him. 

Now occurred a series of events which make 
this such an extraordinary piece of history. 

On that same Nov. 26, a New York City news 
paper reprinted an item about the Boorn-Colvin 
case Which had appeared in an Albany newspaper. 
It was read aloud in a New York hotel, and par- 
ticularly interested two listeners, Tabor Chadwick 
of Shrewsbury, N. J., and a man named Whelpley. 

The latter remarked at the time that he had 
known Colvin in Manchester, and recalled various 
anecdotes about him. 

Later, after Chadwick had returned to his 
home, he got to thinking about a man then living 
with his brother-in-law, William Polhemus, af 
Dover, N. J. This person, he knew, was not quite 
right in his mind, for he believed, for one thing, 
that he owned the Polhemus farm, 

On Dec. 6, Chadwick wrote the New York City 
paper a letter which was printed on the 10th. In 
this he said that some years previously a stranger 
had arrived in the community, said his name was 
Russell Colvin, that he came from Manchester, 
Vt., and, though somewhat deranged, gave con- 
siderable account of himself. 

“He is a man rather small in stature, round 
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favored, speaks very fast,’’ Chadwick wrote. “He 
has two scars on his head, and appears to be be- 
tween 30-and 40 years of age. There is no doubt 
but that he came from Vermont, from the men- 
tion that he has made of a number of places and 
persons there, and probably is the person supposed 
to have been murdered.” 

Now the man Whelpley went into action. 

He went to the Polhemus home in Dover, 
talked with Polhemus, and waited for the deranged 
employe to come in from the field. Whelpley re 
garded the man closely for seyeral minutes, then 
finally spoke to him, calling him by name. The 
man replied that Colvin was not his name; it had 
once been, he said, but he was now another man. 
He denied all knowledge of Manchester. 

Then Whelpley said, “I see you have a scar 
on your forehead. How did you get that?” 

The man replied that he got it “chopping on 
the mountain,” naming as his employer a man 
at that time a neighbor of the Boorns. 


SOON he was relating so many incidents and 
trivial matters that tere could be no further 
doubt of his identity. 

Whelpley suggested that he go to Manchester 
on a visit, but he loudly stated that he would not 
do this. 

However, by one stratagem or another, Whelp- 
ley got him to New York, and then aboard a 
‘“‘ferryboat” which proved to be the boat to Troy, 
N. Y. As Manchester was not far from Troy, the 
exile agreed to go there. 

When they arrived in Bennington, the county 
court was in session. Some one rushed in and 
shouted that Russell Colvin had come, “and the 
court broke up in the greatest confusion, and 
judges, clerk, sheriff, lawyers and _ spectators 
jumped over benches and rushed through windows 
and doors to see the man all believed dead, and for 
whose supposed murder some of them had been 
instrumental in having two men sentenced to be 
hung.” 

He was immediately recognized by all who 
formerly knew him. 

In Manchester, the wildest excitement prevailed 
as a stage coach deposited Colvin .at Captain 
Black’s tavern. “Cannon were brought out, and 
Stephen Boorn was taken from jail to fire the 
first in token of his joyful escape from death.” 

On seeing the fetters which were still on‘ Ste- 
phen, Colvin asked, “What is that for?” and Ste 
phen replied, “Because they say I murdered you.” 

“You never hurt me,” Russell said. “Jesse 
struck me with a brier once, but it did not hurt 
so much.” ! 

Sally was presented to him, but he remarked, 
“That is all over with,” and would take no further 
notice of her. 

Within a few days, having made some public 
appearances in an Albany museum, he returned 
happily to “his” farm in Dover. 

The only explanation advanced for Stephen’s 
detailed “confession” was that, prompted by the 
authorities, he had made it all up, in the hope 
that by helping them to clear up a puzzling case 
he might win a light sentence. 

The Boorn brothers were, of course, restored 
their full rights, though their later claim for re- 
paration was rejected. They had to be satisfied 
with whatever glory or comfort might accrue to 
having been convicted and doomed for the murder 
of a man who had not died.

N IRONIC twist of fate recently made 
William T. Hargrave, a $40-a-week Chicago 
restaurant cashier, the heir to what's left 

of a fortune of $1,288,435. 

Two fatal accidents and nearly 20 years of tire- 
less court battling on the part of his well-to-do 
sister, Mrs. Florence May Jackson, led to the 
financial windfall for the 60-year-old widower. 

Mrs. Jackson, who fought for two decades to 
win the money for Herself, got nothing but trouble. 

Her death in the La Salle Hotel fire two years 
ago was a tragic end to a life that had been bleak 
and lonely since the day in 1923 when her wealthy 
grain broker husband, Howard Jackson, was 
killed by an automobile. , 

£©oon after the death of the man she apparently 
loved to the exclusion of all else, though he was 
62 and she only 35, Mrs. Jackson moved out of the 
Bellevue Place mansion that had been their home. 

From that day on she seemed to encase herself 
and her grief in a small shell—within the four 
walls of her single room on the 17th tloor of the 
La Salle Hotel.

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move, since Mrs. Jackson received $336,000 for her 
husband’s share in the grain brokerage business 
of which he was a partner, and she had an 
estimated $100,000 besides. 

Frugality didn’t enter into the picture either, 
so far as the mansion was concerned, for it was 
kept open and staffed with housekeeper and 
butler for the next 15 years, though Florence 
Jackson rarely visited the premises. 

When she did appear it was to wrap up some 
dirty-glothes in one of her expensive oriental rugs 
and send them to the laundry, or to do some 
equally eccentric thing. 

As the years went by, Mrs. Jackson’s friends 
grew fewer. 

The woman who could well afford mink 
covered herself with the cheapest kind of imita- 

tion furs available. 

; She added to her reputation for oddity by 
always wearing a hat even on the rare occasions 
when she entertained informally at dinner. 

It wasn’t until 1927 that Mrs. Jackson filed suit 
in Circuit Court to get an accounting from her 
late husband’s partners, who, she insisted, had 
failed to give her all the money that was coming 
to her from the business. 

Settlement of that suit had been pending for 
almost 21 years when a special court cemmis- 
sioner recently reported to Circut Judge Reid that 
Mrs. Jackson’s estate was entitled to $421,442 
more than she received when her husband was 
killed. 

Accrued compound interest had skyrocketed 
this sum to $1,288,435.

four times during the long court fight, and she 
had engaged six sets of attorneys before the 
recent decision was reached. 

To make the case more extraordinary, it was 
carried to its conclusion by the estate of a dead 
woman against the estate of three dead men—her 
late husband’s late partners. They were Edward 
Earl O’Neill, who died in March, 1927, leaving 
$400,000 to his widow and eight children; Arthur 
5. Jackson, who died in 1933 leaving “more than 
$1,000,000” to his widow and one son; and Edward 
Hymers who also died iin 1933 leaving an esti- 
mated $500,000. 

Many of the heirs of these men have passed on, 
too, yet the wealth they presumably had inherited 
remained tied up in Probate Court, pending the 
outcome of Mrs. Jackson’s claim. 

Though she was young and attractive when 
She lost her husband, Florence Jackson seemed 
never to have considered remarriage. The only 
man with whom she ever was seen in public, aside 
from her numerous attorneys, was her brother, 
William. 

They dined together frequently, but being an 
independent man he always paid the check—-with 
one exception. 

That was on the very same night that Florence 
Jackson died. 

William Hargrave noticed that evening that his 
sister had a large roll of 20s~in her purse, 
and that she was wearing two expensive diamond 
rings. 

Hours later. when Florence Jackson was found 
suffocated in a hallway of the La Salle Hote, 
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after an apparent struggle to reach the street, 
these possessions were gone. Later investigation 
showed that most of the fortune she had at the 
time she started the suit had dwindled, until only 
about $8,000 remained. 

She had spent much of it on the upkeep of her 
unused mansion and an estimated quarter of a 
million was used up jn carrying on the 21-year 
legal battle. 

William Hargrave, the brother who benefited 
from the long court fight, said he would continue 
working at his night-shift cashier's job in a restau- 
rant, and Keep on living in his seven-room apart- 
ment, a part of which he leases to three other 
tenants. 

The middle-aged cashier is thinking about a 
few philanthropies he would like to carry out, but 
he has received so many begging letters asking 
for financial help that he plans to check up on 
these before he starts sharing his windfall with 
anyone, 

His good deeds can’t be too lavish or wide- 
spread, however, because it is estimated that, 
after taxes and other fees, his inheritance will 
dwindle to about $100,000. 

Then, again, romance may enter 
picture. 

“One never can tell what will happen,” 60-year- 
old Hargrave said. 

“If I find a nice young girl of about 23, who is 
cood-looking and a good housekeeper—well, there 
might be a wedding. 

“She’d have to be a good housekeeper, though, 
and not a house pet. I have five canaries and a 
parrot.”

OCKEYS’ reputations are a dime a dozen when 
bandied about by racing fans, but when Earl 
Sande, leading rider of the Golden Twenties, 

was hit with a horse-doping rap last April, the 
public rose and shouted down his accusers. 

Even after the Jockey Club had set-him down 

for 60 days, his army of friends refused to believe 
that the gentlemanly little chap from the bronco- 
busting country, whom they had trusted implicit- 
ly over three on the turf, could be guilty. 

So, when a Federal Grand Jury cleared Sande, 

a week later, of illegally possessing narcotics, the 
verdict brought a fime sense of relief. Sande 
had booted another winner in and his well wishers 
everywhere were reminded once more of the late 
Damon Runyon’s immortal verse: 


Say, have they turmed back the pages 

Back to the past omce more? 
Back to the racim’ ages 

An’ a Derby out of the yore? 
Say, don’t tell me I’m daffy, 

Ain’t that the same ol’ grin? 
Why it’s that handy 
Guy named Sande, 

Bootin’ a winner in!* 

Things hadn’t been breaking right for the king 
of jockeys since he quit the saddle for good to 
became & trainer in 1932. 

In recent years, he had suffered much from 
stomach ailments, the aftermath of years of diet- 
ing to keep his weight down. 

Then last April came the stunning news that 
Big Stage, one of Sande’s string, which had won 
a six-furlong dash at Jamaica, had failed to pass 
the saliva test. Earl frankly told the racing 
authorities that Big Stage had acted up four days 
before the race, refusing to take his morning 
workout until a preparation had been admin- 
istered to steady his nerves. 

Sande insisted he didn’t know that the medi- 
‘cine contained a narcotic. The Jockey Club, after 
hearing the evidence, suspended his license for 
60 days and ordered Big Stage’s share of the 
$4,000 purse given to the second horse. 

Because of Sande’s good record, the Jockey 
Club took the unprecedented step of expressing 
the opinion that the traces of a drug which 
had shown up in the saliva test could have come 
from the bit Sande had used on the horse. 

The Handy Guy’s luck seemed to desert him 
when his first wife died in 1927. She was a 
Massachusetts girl named Marion Casey, a niece 
of Sam Hildreth, the famous trainer. 

Five years later he married Marion Gascoyne 
Kummer, widow of Clarence Kummer, his closest 
friend and keenest rival on the turf. 

Earl, brought up on his father’s ranch in 
South Dakota, was one of five children. 

For $15 and an old bicycle, Earl bought a 
pinto whea he was nine years old and managed 
to break it before it broke his wiry body. 

His family put him to. work in a store, heping 
to cure him of the horse fever, but with only 10 
days to go to finish high school, he skipped town 
with a man for whom he had been riding. 

With several of the untamed mustangs he had 
to ride, they toured the fairs and rodeos in Utah, 
Wyoming and Arizona. 

Earl hit the big time at New Orleans in 1918, 
at the age of 20, and finished second in his first 
race. Although skilful as a jockey, it was his 
honesty that endeared him to racing fans. 

Earl rode first for Joe Goodman, and later 
‘for Commander J. K. L. Ross, the Canadian 
sportsman. When.H. G. Bedwell, Commander 
Ross’s trainer, refused to let him ride Sir Barton 
in the famous match race with Man o’ War, 
Sande asked for his release. 

He signed next with Sam Hildreth and, under 
his guidance, won his greatest fame. Later he 
rode for Joseph E. Widener. Sande rode three 
Kentucky Derby winners—dZev, Flying Ebony and 
Gallant Fox. Earl booted home over 900 winners 
and his mounts earned more than $3,000,000. 

During the years of his success as a rider, he 
and his first wife had put away over $100,000 
which he invested in 10 horses. These he trained 
and rode. But he soon got rid of them. 

There was only one black mark against Earl 
during his riding career. During the running of 
the Futurity at Pimlico in November, 1927, Earl, 
riding Bateau, bumped into Reigh Count, the 
heavily backed favorite, ridden by Chick Lang,

causing him to finish out ot the money. For this 
Sande's license was revoked. 

Hie appealed the case, putting up the defense 
that Lang had tried to pull him back. 

Jockeys Ellis and McCoy corroborated Sande’s 
story, but his appeal was turned down. 

When the late Joseph E. Widener, at that 
time president of the Jockey Club, heard the 
verdict, he said: “It seems a shame that a boy 
with the reputation of Sande should be ,rail- 
roaded.” Nevertheless, he enforced the Maryland 
Commission’s suspension in New York State. 
Earl was reinstated after four months. 

In 1932, while essaying a comeback as a 
jockey, Sande was suspended briefly by Starter 
Mars Cassidy for disobedience at the post. In 
both cases, Sande, right or wrong, was trying hard 
to win, as he always was, and that’s why the fans 
refused to believe he had done afything wrong 
when Big Stage flunked his saliva test last April. 

His fine reputation stood him in good stead 
when the big test came and Earl Sande, who 
hadn't been counting on that, his most priceless 
asset, suddenly found that though broke, he was 
wealthy after all in the possession of so many 
staunch friends and such a good name.

T TOOK quite a bit te startle Banker Henry 
Clews in those hectic Gays following the Civil 
War, but on this autumn afternoon ,in 1868 he 

lost his composure—for a minute.’ The check 
fluttered in his fingers as he bent to read it again. 

The check called for the payment of $7,000 to 
Tennessee Claflin. It was signed by the biggest 
man in Wall Street, if not in New York. The 
name scrawled at the bottom was that of Com- 
modore Cornelius Vanderbilt. 

Banker Clews stroked his sideburns and lookéd 
across the desk at the beautiful young woman 
who had tendered the Vanderbilt check. Her dark, 
sombre eyes were fixed on his. Her bee stung lips 
were parted in a half-smile; her creamy throat con. 
trasted pleasingly with the rich fur caressing it. 

“You are, uh, Tennessee Claflin?” the banker 
inquired. She dimpled and nodded. 

“Yes, sir,” she answered. “My sister Victoria 
and I plan to open a brokerage office in Wall 
Street with the money. And I would like to buy 
1,000 shares of New York Central stock—” 

One of the most sensational sister teams in 
American history had “arrived” in New York, first 
important stop in a jointly fabulous career that 
was to end in England, one sister wearing.a title; 
both of them in command of huge fortunes. 

Everything they did was spectacular, including 
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the manner in which the sisters—bo... in a small 
town in Ohio and raised on the medicine show 
circuit of the Middle West-—won the confidence 
of the powerful Commodore Vanderbilt,’ along 
with his $7,000 to start them in business. 

Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Claflin of Homer, Ohio, 
announced the birth of Victoria on Sept. 23, 1838, 
and of ‘Tennessee Celeste Claflin on Oct. 26, 1846 
and then seemed to have lost control of the 
precocious pair of daughters. The parents con. 
centrated on the four other children who were 
easier to handle. 

Victoria, at the age of 10, solemnly announced 
that she was going to be President of the United 
states some day. Although the prophecy neve) 
came true, she at least was nominated for the 
highest oftice three different times. 


ENNESSEE was two when Victoria started hav- 

ing visions. But Victoria, or Vicki, in the family 
circle, was too vivacious to hold still long enough 
to make satisfactory contact with the spirit world. 
She studied her baby sister, Tennessee, of the big, 
brooding eyes and the quiet manner, and decided 
that Tennie, with the proper schooling, could be 
the ideal medium. 

But more material things intervened. There 
were eight mouths to feed in the family, fine 
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dresses to be bought to set off the beauty of 
Victoria and Tennessee, the creatures of destiny. 
When Tennessee was in her teens, the family, or 
most of it, went into the medicine show business. 

The product offered was labeled: “Miss Ten- 
nessee’s Magnetic Life Elixir for Beautifying the 
Complexion and Cleansing the Blood.” 

Mother Claflin apparently cooked up the elixir; 
the pink-white complexions of Vicki and Tennie, 
exhibited nightly under a kerosene torch, did the 
selling. Later, a side line was introduced. A Claf- 
lin son, Hebern, joined them as a “cancer doctor” 

and the traveling company got into trouble. 

One patient, hopefully seeking relief from the 
malignant disease, died. ‘There was talk of prose- 
culion for manslaughter but, apparently, the iIn- 
dictment was never drawn and the company 
moved on. 

Meantime, sisters Victoria and Tennessee were 
meeting interesting people, mostly men, at every 
one-night_ stand. 

Victoria was 15 when she married a Dr. Can- 
ning Woodhull. 

Eleven years later, while the medicine show 
was playing St. Louis in 1864, Victoria met a 
fascinating character named Col, James H. Blood, 
she and the colonel fell in love. 

The colonel already had a wife—-so there were 
two divorces and he and Victoria got married. 

Victoria remained Mrs. Blood (although she

liked to be known as Victoria Woodhull) until 
1876, when she divorced the colonel as the sisters 
invaded New York and Wall Street, at the colonel’s 
suggestion. 

Tennessee married a John Bartels somewhere 
along the way, but he didn’t last as a husband or 
a member of the troupe. It was reported unoffi- 
cially that Bartels was given $20,000 to leave 
Tennie and*the medicine show forever—indicative 
of the profits the sisters were making. 

Victoria and Tennessee were striking beauties 
of 30 and 22 respectively, when they arrived in 
New York for the great adventure. They quickly 
learned that the great Commodore Vanderbilt was 
interested in the occult for two reasons: 

(1) He wanted to communicate with his de- 
ceased wife, Sophie. 

(2) He wanted to communicate with the'minds 
of his financial enemies—the lesser giants of Wall 


Street, who were always trying to outguess him 
in stock market manipulations. 

Tennessee, with Victoria in the background as 
the “idea woman,” became acquainted with the 
multimillionaire. 

Tennessee turned her soft eyes on the Com- 
modore in the candlelight of the study in his 
Washington Square mansion, held his hand, and 
started giving him messages. 

Vanderbilt evidently valued the information 
thus received at $7,000—-with which the sisters 
opened their brokerage office in Broad street. 
The Commodore wasn’t their only client. Between 
‘Tennessee of the spiritual charms and Victoria 
of the physical appeal, they dealt for some of the 
other big names of the time. 

In a few months they were able to give 
Vanderbilt back his $7,000. Their income was 
estimated at $50,000 a year and the sisters put it 
to work in several Ways. 


HEY tormented importunate males and laughed 
at “sheltered women” who looked upon them 
with horror. 

They strode into famous Delmonico’s, arm in 
arm,. until the headwaiter blocked their way. 

“IT cannot serve you, ladies,” he said apologet- 
ically. “You have no gentlemen as escorts.” 

“You mean we can’t eat without a man?” 
Victoria asked, and the headwaiter nodded. 

The sisters returned to the sidewalk and 
beckoned to their coachman. 

“Leave the rig outside, Jasper,” Victoria called. 
“And come on in. The soup’s on.” They were 
served. 

But night life wasn't enough to use up their 
boundless energy. ‘They decided to enter the 
publishing field and, in 1870, they brought out 
Woodhull and Claflin’s Weekly. 

The publication made history, after a fashion. 

Their magazine was filled with bold and dar- 
ing reading matter. 

Anthony Comstock, regulator of morals in the 


book, stage and magazine field, had the sisters 
arrested on charges of sending offensive matter 
through the mails. After long delays, they were 
acquitted. 

With the spotlight on her and Tennessee, Vic- 
toria took the opportunity to come out in favor 
of a completely unconventional life. 

Then she added fuel to the flames of publicity 
by announcing that she would be a candidate for 
President of the United States in the 1872 
elections. 


USAN B. ANTHONY, a leader in the suffragist 

movement, shied away from the Victoria Wood- 
hull-for-President movement, but Vicki, undaunted, 
staged the convention of the Equal Rights Party 
and was duly nominated. 

She received an astonishing number of votes 
but, unfortunately for her hopes, they didn't 
count. Victoria had forgotten to list the names 
of her presidential electors on her ballots—-and 
without them, the votes received by any candidate 
are invalid. 

Then came a sequel to the association with 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt. The Commodore 
had died, leaving a will disposing of a fortune in 
the neighborhood of $100,000,000. The testament 
made no provisions for the well being of Victoria 
and his confidante, Tennessee Claflin. 

The sisteré took steps. It was reported that 
Tennessee, at one time in earlier negotiations, had 
had a chance to become Mrs. Vanderbilt until a 
change of mind on the part of one of the inter- 
ested parties. 

There were charges and countercharges. 

It was rumored at the time that a settlement 
was made out of court, but that was never con- 
firmed. In any event, Vicki and Tennie left the 
United States in 1877, well provided with funds, 
and settled in England. 


ICTORIA, older and in need of a rest after her 
hectic careers, married John Biddulph Martin, 

a wealthy (banker, and lived quietly until her 
death in London in 1927. 

That is, she lived quietly except for two brief 
excursions to the United States in 1880 and 1894. 
Each time she was nominated for the Presidency, 
but her campaigns didn’t create the stir that went 
with the first one, in 1872. 

Tennessee, on the other hand, became the ac- 
tive member of the team with her marriage to 
Francis Cook in 1885. 

Cook, an importer of Oriental fabrics, was one 
of the wealthiest men in England and Tennie de- 
cided to put the money to work in good causes. 
At her behest he. gave $5,000,000 to the Alexandria 
School for Girls and another Age sum to a girls’ 
school in Cintra, Portugal, where he owned an 


) 

estate and, also, fhe title of Viscaqunt of Mouserrat. 

His philantdropies were duly noted by the 
British throne/and he became-Sir Francis Cook. 
Tennessee Claflin, or Lady Cook, was projected 
into the limelight again in 1901 when Sir Francis 
died, leaving $60,000,000. 

Gossips hinted he had “practically starved to 
death.” co 

Tennessee, her dark eyes darting fire,.demand- 
ed that the government investigate all the circum- 
stances of his death and had an autopsy per- 
formed. The gossip had no foundation in fact. 


fj Abr COOK visited the United States to cam- 
paign for William Jennings Bryan for Presi- 
dent in 1908, and made a series of lecture appear- 
inces in 1913. 

She had become the militant suffragist, in place 
of the tired Vicki. 

“If the battle for the vote for women is not 
won soon,” she told Chicago newspaper reporters, 
“there will be blood spilled, in the United States 
and England. Bombs will be thrown and murder 
will be done.” 

And then she suddenly changed the subject. 

“You Know,” she said, “there is a dreadful 
scarcity of fine, healthy and honest young men 
in England and France. I want to take 200 fine 
young American men home with me and give them 
to my British and French lady friends.” 

They were to be given, she added, as husbands. 

It is not recorded that the 200 young men were 
shipped to Europe for matrimonial purposes. The 
campaign was the last of importance for Ten- 
nessee Claflin of Homer, Ohio. 

The next time her name appeared in print was 
an «bituary notice announcing her death Jan. 18, 
1923, at Sir Thomas Beecham’'s house, Upper 
Hamilton Terrace, London, leaving Victoria ‘to 
carry on for the team.-for four quiet years.

NYBODY can break a habit, if he has for 
an ally a definite, positive goal to keep him 
going. Proof of that lies in a b ue-eyed, 
earnest little man in Camden, N. J., who fought 
and defeated his own worst enemy alcoholism. 

In his 20s, J. Robley Tucker became a multi- 
millionaire. Starting out with $127 at the age of 
20, he had holdings valued at more than 12 mil- 
lions by the time he was 26. 

In his 30s, J. Robley Tucker lost those millions, 
along with his real estate business, largely 
because of his heavy drinking. ‘The crash of 1929 
finished him, and not long after that he found 
himself selling razor blades on the streets:. Ten- 
cent whiskey became his drink, and dives and jails 
his home. His wife divorced him. He went from 
the top of the pile to the very drunken bottom. 

In his 40s, J. Robley Tucker took on the big- 
gest fight of his career. He realized that he was, 
after all, a fortunate man. He still had his 
ability, and he had learned his weakness. ‘Those 
terrifying, degrading nights in grimy jails had 


taught him the strength of his enemy, alcohol. 
For him, there was only one answer. 

“I had some pride left,” Tucker said recently, 
at the age of 49. “I had two fine sons. I 
wanted to play a role in my community. I wafited 
to help others break that habit. But, more than 
anything else, I wanted to get married. I meta 
girl. I stopped drinking.” 

Tucker, @n his way back to prosperity, took 
over Ivy Manor, an old house in Bridgeton, N. J., 
to found a colony for alcoholics. After operating 
it for two years with his own money, and “drying 
out” some 150 of the 200 alcoholics who came to 
him, he turned it over recently to a board of 
clergymen, businessmen, and state officials, who 
will operate it with him as a non-profit institution. 

Tucker said he was opposed to alcohol only 
for those who are incapable of handling it. 

“The tragic thing about alcoholism, which is 
actually a physical disease, is that you have to 
reach the depths of despair and disgrace before 
you realize its hold on you,” he said. 

Even after he had hit the bottom, Tucker 
could not have won the fight alone, he said.

to a dancing school with a friend to pick up the 
friend’s daughier after her lesson. 

“I saw a girl there,” Tucker said. “I was 
feeling fine and I stopped the lesson and started 
swinging her around the room. She was younger 
than I was, and she must have been embarrassed, 
but she was a good sport. That was 12 years ago. 
We've been married now for 11 years, and during 
that time I haven’t had one drink. She was my 
final weapon against alcohol.” 

Tucker, born in Berlin, N. H., went to Camden 
after World War Il. With his soldier’s bonus~of 
$100 and $27 he had saved up, he entered the 
real estate business. He pyramided his small 
stake into a fortune. By the time he was 26 his 
firm had offices in a dozen American cities, and 
was doing $50,000,000 worth of business a year. 

“The Boy Wizard” was living up to his income, 
too. His parties were fabulous, and so were his 
sprees. When the market crashed he made some 
wrong decisions and his empire crumbled. 

Then came the period of month-long drunks. 
His first wife got a divorce. Tucker tried to make 
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a comeback more than once. He'd get a little 
ahead, take a drink or two,-and he was off again.., 

“T remember once,” he said, ‘we took a house 
on the seashore. My mother was to come down 
in July. From March to, July, I made all the 
arrangements, worked hard and was financially 
solvent, and didn’t have one drink. The day 
before she arrived I took a small one. She 
arrived to find me passed out, dead drunk. Why? 
God knows.” ; 

He left Camden, and floated around the coun- 
try. Once when he was ahead, he decided to go 
back and take over his paternal duties. Some- 
where en route he took a drink. He arrived in 
Camden broke and drunk. 

By this time he knew he had to quit, but it was 
not until he met Sidonia Blevin, now Mrs. Tucker, 
at the dancing school that he found a really posi- 
tive goal. She was worth it. In June, 1938, he 
opened up his present real estate office. Three 
days later they were married. 

Life became so wonderful for Tucker then that 
he had to share his Knowledge with someone. 
Some two years ago he bought Ivy Manor, a beau- 
tiful house built in 1800 by a wealthy whiskey dis- 
tiller. He turned the house, its spacious grounds, 
lake and woods, into a colony for alcoholics. 

“There are no barred windows, no locked 
doors, at Ivy Manor,” he said. “Our patients 
come to us of their own free will, are treated like 
individuals, and may leave when they want to. 
Most important. the members of the staff, outside 
of the m«‘dical personnel, are all members of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, men who have licked the 
disease. They know the problems of the alcoholic, 
because they have been through the mill them- 
selves. They’re a group of men with deep 
gpiritual convictions, who believe in enjoying life 
and religion without need of alcohol.” « 

For diversion, Tucker provided fishing and 
swimming. Plans were under way.to set up 
cabins around the lake, so that patients could go 
back, with their families, for a few days recrea- 
tion, when the going gets tough. 

' “The whole thing,” Tucker said, “is based on 
the idea that anybody can break the alcohol habit 

provided he understands its hold on him and 
has a goal to substitute for it. All we do is give 
him moral support in his own fight.” 
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s/THEN sang Moses and the children of Is- 
rael this song...The Lord is my strength 
and song, and He is become my salvation...

HE st 
T march of the Israelites out of Egyptian bond- 

age, their pursuit by Pharaoh’s army and its 
destruction—is a\ song of freedom in two ways. 

It celebrates 
the yoke of an ancient imperialism. But also it 
appears to have been first written in one of the 
earliest known alphabets. 

Thus, it might also be regarded as a most im- 
portant human document, marking man’s prog- 
ress in his struggle to free his mind, through 
the invention and mastery of written language. 

Other passages of the Bible, too, probably were 
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Song of Moses—telling of the

composed and written in the same sort of alphabet, 
which was in use some 3500 years ago in the 
“promised land of Canaan,” Palestine and Syria. 

The priceless heritage of our own “A, B, C’s” 
and most other current alphabetical systems has 
come down from those ancient beginnings in 
Canaan. But until less than a year ago there 
were many gaps in our understanding of the earli- 
est of known alphabetic inscriptions. 

It was Prof. William F. Albright, of the Ori- 
ental Seminary, Johns Hopkins University, who 
discovered the key to certain inscriptions found 
in Syria. Thus, he has shed light upon many a 
mystery of the earliest alphabetic writing: 

The famed inscriptions were first discovered 
by Sir William Flinders Petrie, British archeolo- 
gist and historian, at the little Syrian village of 
Serabit-el-Khadeim, in the Sinai peninsula, in 1905. 

Petrie announced that the inscriptions were 
written about 1500 years before Christ, in alpha- 
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betic characters. But their language was not 
Hebrew or any language known to him. The 
scientist was of the opinion that the inscriptions 
were mortuary memorials. 

Some ten years later another British archeolo- 
gist and prehistorian, Dr. Allen Gardner, proposed 
the interpretation of one or two words. He as- 
signed a different period to the writings, and a 
different purpose, than had Petrie. The inscrip- 
tions, according to him, might have been made 
on stones used in some ostentatious buildings. 

Professor Albright, at Johns Hopkins, also had 
been interested in the effdrts to solve the mys- 
tery of these inscriptions of Sinai. It was his 
knowledge of the Semitic languages which en- 
abled the American scholar, while he was in the 
Near East last year as a member of the University 
of California’s African Expedition, to discover the 
key to decipher Petrie’s inscriptions. 

It turned out that the 3500-year-old writings 
were in the Canaanite language, written in the 
Canaanite alphabet on sandstone. The characters 
are of the “cuneiform” or wedge-shaped type, 
made by gouging the stylus edge into clay or 
stone. 

The inscriptions were memorials to the dead— 
undoubtedly dead miners—-dating back, as Petrie 
had surmised, to about 1500 B. C. They were con- 
cerned with ritualistic sacrifices essential for the 
happiness of the deceased in after life. 

These miners were probably conscripts, forced 
by the Egyptian turquoise mine owners to work in 
the stifling underground heat. 

It seems now more likely than ever before 
that the Song of Moses and ceréain other parts 
of the Bible were first written in Canaanite, not in

Hebrew, and the study of Semitic languages has 
given support to many of the scriptural writings 
and traditions, but have also corrected many 
details of past events. 

The Canaanites used the alphabet in 1500 B. C., 
but their alphabetic systems went back several 
centuries before that. By 300 B. C. they em- 
ployed a dozen different alphabetic systems. They. 
came to be known better as Phoenicians, who 
spread the alphabet to all Mediterranean coun- 
tries. The Greeks learned the art and from them . 
our own alphabet has come. 

But writing was originated, or first used, in 
inscriptions, by Egyptians and Babylonians and 
the people of the Indus Valley. The Egyptians 
and Babylonian priests developed writing. Being 
craftsmen, merchants and travelers, the far more 
practical Phoenicians were too impatient to waste 
time on the complicated writing of their predeces- 
sors—so they streamlined it, thus devising an al- 
phabet which they spread to other countries. The 
very alphabet takes us back to these Semitic 
Phoenician beginnings. Aleph, Beh, Teh—were 
words in one of the Semitic languages, then let- 
ters. 

For example, B comes from Bet, the Canaan- 
ite word for a house; D from the word and 
symbol for door; M comes from the symbol for 
water, which was a wave pattern. The Cumber- 
some pictures were simplified and standardized 
into alphabetic characters, by a busy, practical 
people, so that one sign meant just one sound. 

Religion and scholarship joined hands with 
business, industry and labor in the development 
of the alphabet—the basis of modern instruction, 
communication and free press. 
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JN the tapestry-hung en- 

trance hall, the woman 
tran tensely until her 
husband had closed the 
door.

His wife's program fell 
on the floor and the man 
sitting next to her retrieved 
it. A desultory conversa- 
tion started and when Cap- 
tain Channon returned, he 
found them chatting. 

Captain Channon was a 
jealous man who regarded 
with suspicion any male 
who spoke to his beautiful, 
charming wife. He was furi- 
ous. He made several bitter 
and sarcastic remarks about 
their apparent friendliness. 


Without a word, Mrs. Chan- 
non picked up her wrap and 
left the theatre. 

Mrs. Channon made a 
world of her own within her 
own house. Into that world 
she allowed little from 
the outside world to enter. 
Occasionally she enter- 
tained friends with the gra- 
ciousness they had always 
known from her. 

They said that her usual 
eordial attitude toward her 
husband seemed to remain 
unchanged, but she would 
have no papers or magazines 
in the house, and guests 
were asked to change the 
subject when they men- 
tioned current news. “J 
would rather not know 
about it,” she would say. 


ATURALLY, her ward- 

robe did not keep pace 
with the changes of fashion. 
From her visitors, she no- 
ticed that styles did change, 
but she made only half- 
hearted and tardy attempts 
to conform with longer or 
shorter hemlines. For the 
most part, she still clung to 
the fashions current at the 
time of her. withdrawal 
from the world. 

At her bosom she wore 
ruffled lace and around her 
neck was always a wide 
band of stiffened veiling 
gathered at the side in & 
huge bow. Her dresses were 
usually velvet, which she 
had sent to the house in 
bales for a seamstress to 
work on. 

One of her young friends 
who attended the funeral 
said, “When my mother

used to take me to call on 
Mrs. Channon, I was always 
fascinated by her diamond 
every finger, as

Mrs. Channon inherited a 
fortune from her father, a 
Chiswick coachbuilder who 
made carriages for Queen 
Victoria. In spite of her 


own retirement, she gave 
her husband an allowance 
of $4 a day with which to 
go out and meet his friends. 
When he returned, she 
asked him no questions and 
expected no account of what 
he had seen or heard. 
When Captain Channon 
died in 1939, life seemed to 
stop for her, too. Accord- 


ing to her friends, she aged 
faster then than she had in 
twice the time during his 
life. 

Mrs. Channon’s self-made 
world was one in which her 
husband could never ques- 
tion her actions. But 
whether or not it made her 
happy is something no one 
will ever know. 
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The Lady Bountiful Used to 
Watch the Collection Plate 
on Sundays in Order to 
Know Which of Her Fellow 
Parishioners to Loot 


N SOME ways Mrs, A. Mildred Carr was the 
most successful confidence woman in the his 

tory of American crime. It is true that she 
finally landed in jail—convicted of a number of 
frauds—but during her 50-year career she fleeced 
her victims of at least $1,000,000. 

Her technique was crafty. She capitalized upon 
the trust in women of distinguished families 
who are church leaders and sponsor charities. 

Driven by a monumental inferiority complex, 
she achieved a Cinderella transformation into im- 
peccable respectability so perfect that she seemed 
to believe it herself. 

She successfully swindled not only the tradi- 
tional widows and orphans, but shrewd bankers 
and hard-headed businessmen as well. 

She might still be contributing to a collection 
plate each Sunday, while scheming how to loot 
the family in the next pew, had it not been for 
the intuition and persistence of Lieut. Louis 
Sklarey, of the Essex County, N. J., detectives 
and his assistants. 

It began in December, 1941, when Robert 5. 
Terhune, a Newark attorney, told the 
county .prosecutor that a client, Mrs. Mabel 
Burnett, aged widow of a birdseed dealer and 
pet shop owner, and supporter of an invalid 
son, had lost $4,700 in an investment that 
seemed queer, and perhaps shady. 


MEs. BURNETT was reluctant to bring any 
outright charges, the attorney said, be- 
cause the person to whom she had entrusted 
the money was the stately Mrs. A. Mildred 
Carr, a trustee and pillar of a church in 
the Roseville section of Newark, N. J. 

She was the wife of J. Clarence Carr, the 
respected chairman of the church board of 
trustees. : 

It was generally known, too, that Mrs. 
Carr contributed lavishly to charities, rode in 
a capacious limousine behind a. liveried 
chauffeur, favored the return of prohibition, 
disapproved of dancing, and was against 
Sunday golf. 

Further, it was said that her father was one of 
the leaders of finance, who associated with Wall 
Street bankers, and her mother was a sister of a 
fleet admiral of World War I. 

She had been married to Carr for five years, 
and everyone had heard that she had been the 
widow of a West Coast minister. 

Nevertheless, the $4,700 was missing, and 
Lieut. Sklarey was told to investigate. 

He drew the story from the angry but bewil 
dered Mrs, Burnett. It all started when Mrs. Carr 
paid a neighborly visit to her home, Mrs. Burnett 
said, and showed a kind interest in the state of 
Mrs. Burnett’s finances. 

Mrs. Carr deplored the small interest paid by 
banks. She alluded to her Wall Street connections, 
and told Mrs. Burnett that she could get her 6 
per cent. 

(Mrs. Carr never told her victims she would 
double or treble their money. She reasoned that 
the people upon whom she preyed would shy at 
such an obvious gamble. What they wanted were 
“good, solid investments” that would pay a high 
rate of interest.) 

50 Mrs. Burnett gave her $3,000, vaguely be- 
lieving it was to be invested in oil stocks. When 
Mrs. Carr saw her in prayer meetings, or church, 
Mrs. Carr would smile and nod her head, and Mrs. 
Burnett would assume that ail was going well. 


MONTH later Mrs. Carr kindly offered Mrs. 

Burnett an opportunity to make another in- 
vestment. “How would you like to make $150 
easy money?” she asked. Mrs. Burnett said she 
would like to make $150. very much, and asked 
how it could be done. 

“All you have to do,” replied Mrs. Carr, “‘is 
give me $1,500, and I’ll give it back to you, with 
$150 more, in 30 days.” 

So Mrs. Burnett gave her the $1,500. 

When the 30 days were up, Mrs. Carr called. 
“I haven't forgotten, Dearie,” she told the relieved 
Mrs. Burnett. “But it so happens that I need an- 
other $200.to get into my safe deposit vault, where 
I keep $150,000. The government won’t let me get 
into the vault, unless I have the $200.” 

So Mrs. Burnett gave her $200 more. 

A few days later Mrs. Carr called again. There 
had been a hitch. She needed $135 right away. 
Mrs. Burnett réfused to give Mrs. Carr any more 
money. At this point Mrs. Carr staged-a bit of 
acting used to impress her victims with her finan- 
cial impregnability, and allay suspicion. 

She had given Mrs. Burnett two checks, one for 
$87,000, and the other for $37,000 “to hold for me.” 
Now Mrs. Carr drove Mrs. Burnett to the bank 
in her limousine and took the two checks. 

While Mrs. Burnett watched, she talked at 
great length with a vice-president of the bank. 

It looked very impressive, although Mrs. Carr 
may have been talking about the weather, and 
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“You Poor Man," Mrs. Carr Condescend- 
ingly Told Her Butcher, “I Want to Make 
a Little Money for You." But Instead, 
She Added $275 to Her Bank Account. 
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certainly didn’t try to cash the checks. 
The act was good enough to keep Mrs. Burnett 
satisfied for seven months. At the end of that 
time she wasn’t speaking to Mrs. Carr in chureh, 
and finally revealed her loss to her attorney. 


THE police called on Mrs. Carr, at her North 

Ninth Street home, in quiet Roseville. Biblical 
pictures adorned the walls. A Bible was open on 
the living room table. There was always a Bible 
open in the Carr home. 

Mrs. Carr, silvery-haired, grandmotherly, 
dressed in severe but expensive black, received the 
detectives graciously, her puzzled husband was at 
her side. fos 

“This has all been a mistake,” she said. “I am 
sure that with the help of you gentlemen we will 
be able to straighten it out very quickly.” | 

It took a great deal of persuasion for them to 
convince her that it was necessary that she go 
to the courthouse. 

She finally went, in her own limousine. Her 
attorney and her husband protested that the 
charges were ridiculous. Perhaps there had been 
some misunderstanding about money, but cer- 
tainly no fraud. It could all be handled privately 
—-~and without publicity. 

But as Lieut. Sklarey considered the case, the 
methods of the distinguished Mrs. Carr, in ac- 
quiring the savings of Mrs. Burnett, seemed to 
fall into a familiar pattern. In the classic manner 
of all confidence men—and women—she had 
swindled Mrs. Burnett repeatedly, using her fear 
of losing her original “investment” as a lever to 
obtain more loot. 


P)ESPITE all the protests, Sklarey insisted that 
she be arraigned. Her bail was set at a nomi- 
nal $2,500. A small item concerning the case 
appeared in a Newark paper. 

Immediately, the self-painted portrait of Mrs. 
Mildred Carr, philanthropist and churchwoman, 
began to change. 

William T. Decker, a West Orange real estate 
man, informed Lieut. Sklarey that this was the 
Mrs. Carr who had swindled him out of $60,000. 

She had told Decker that she soon was. to in- 
herit a fabulous estate from her father, and that 
she would pay Decker $10,000 a year to administer 
it. She had mentioned the names of various promi- 
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nent persons as personal friends. For a period of 
years (as he waited to administer the mythical es- 
tate) Decker had lent her sums ranging from 
$9,000 to $4.50 at a time. Once he had lent her 
three separate $10 bills within an hour. 

Then Mrs. Annie G. Slovern, of Trenton, called. 
She was one of three sisters, all of whom had 
been relieved of their savings by Mrs. Carr, who 
told them she was going to invest in well-paying} 
stocks. A salesgirl in a department store called. 
She had been taken for $3,000. Another salesgir} 
had contributed $1,000. Even the president of the 
bank where she kept a safe deposit box had given 
her $7,000. 

Mrs. Carr’s butcher appeared. He had been re. 
lieved of $275. “You poor man,” the austere’ 
churchwoman had told him, “I want to make a 
little money for you.” 


Y THEN, Essex County officials knew that fhis 

was something bigger than they had suspected. 
Although Mrs. Carr pretended illness, they took” 
her back to the courthouse where she was photo 
graphed and fingerprinted, and her bail increased 
to $50,000. 

When they tried to question her, she refused to 
answer, saying “I’m sorry. I don’t take oaths.” 

Her dazed husband told what he knew about 
her—which was only what she had told him. They’ 
had met by accident at the home of a blind woman, 
a mutual friend of both. Mrs. Carr said she was’ 
there to help the invalid, and dropped a few hints, 
on her constant solicitude for the ailing. 

They were married in New York City in 1936 
Mr. Carr, who was 70 at the time of her arrest, 
thought his wife was 55._ Actually, she was ten 
vears older. 

Concerning her finances he knew little. He 
thought she had a large income from her wealthy 
family, and from investments. He wasn’t sure, 
because she handled all the finances of the family. 

Meanwhile, the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, in Washington, completed their routine check 
of Mrs. Carr’s fingerprints and photographs. 
What they disclosed staggered even Lieutenant 
Sklarey, who by then could hardly be surprised 
at anything. 

For 50 years, using a dozen aliases, she had 
been a resourceful, clever swindler from coast

to coast. Her known victims were numbered in 
the hundreds. 

Painstaking. research into her past history 
showed that she had been born Amelia Mildred 
Everts, the third of ten children of a Philadelphia 
policeman. 

When she was only a child she had been sent 
to live with a Mr. and Mrs. Daniel McCool, who 
owned a saloon in Frankford, Pa. She went no 
further than the fourth grade in school, and then 

in a day when child labor was tolerated—went 
to work in a hosiery mill. 

She climbed out of this squalid environment 
through crime. Her“first arrest was recorded 
when she was only 15. 

She had been convicted of a number of frauds. 
She had served sentences in two penitentiaries. 


HER preoccupation in always planting a phony 
family tree began when she was very young. 
As a child she had once heard that she was dis- 
tantly related, through marriage, to a wealthy 
banking family.~ So she had learned all about this 
family, their social and financial sphere, and fitted 
herself into the family scheme, quite plausibly. 

After she was convicted on eight counts in 
Essex County, the court psychiatrists examined 
her. They found that she lived numberless per- 
sonalities, and that her penchant for high fi- 
nance and a spotless social position was motivated 
by a drab childhood and an ungappy home life. 
She had drugged her mind until she was a superb 
actress who actually lived her parts. 

Repentant? As she walked into the courtroom 
to receive sentence, she saw a horrified group of 
fellow churchwomen, and shouted: “Hello, you 
hymn-singing hypocrites, you!” 

She was sentenced, in 1942, to from eight to 
12 years in state prison, but before she left 
the Newark Street jail fellow prisoners com- 
plained that she had conned them out of several 
pieces of jewelry. 

“She told us she wanted the jewelry for luck,” 
one of them explained. 

She was sent to New ;Jersey State Women’s 
teformatory in Clinton, N. J., and soon began 
talking to each newly-arrived inmate of her past 
“social position.”

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IT'S THE BLINTZES! 

By JACK LAWRENCE 
HEN I was a small lad living in Brooklyn, the thing 
that could bring me the most joy in my life was the 
time when I would run into-the house after school or 
play and my mother would say, “Jack, guess what we're 


having to eat.” 

Then my taste buds would 
pucker up because I knew 
that the only time mother 
ever said that was when we 
would be treated to my fa- 
vorite dish—blintzes. 

It wasn’t many years 
later that I asked my mother 
for the recipe, afd not too 
many years after that when 
I was living in my own 
apartment and tried out the 
recipe. “I wonder,” I mur- 
mured—and then acted. 

The result was an even 
better blintz than mother 
made, and the reason was 
an added ingredient that I 
will pass on to you in the 
following directions. 

Take two eggs, one cup 
of water and one tablespoon 
of flour. Mix this thorough- 
ly, making certain that the 
batter achieves looseness, 
Thus far you have followed 
the directions of all good 
blintz-makers, but here’s 
where you deviate from the 
norm, Add to your batter 
twp tablespoons of cooking 
sherry and stir until com- 
pletely blended. Pour bat- 
ter into a slightly greased 
skillet—a ‘spoonful for each 
blintz. Cook one side over a 
medium flame. “Hit” the 
blintz out on a damp towel 
until you are ready to fill 
the leaf-like pieces with 
the cheese filling. 

For the filling take one 
pound of cottage cheese and
